'37 AUTO DEATHS 


Captain Boate Makes Predic­ 
tion for Pennsylvania at 
Carlisle Meeting. 


Carlisle, Jan. 15—Two thousand or 
more persons in Pennsylvania are 
doomed to die in 1937 through motor 
accidents, Capt. T. N. Boate, of the 
state highway patrol told members 
of the Carlisle Rotary club T hurs­ 
day. 
C aptain Boate, form erly located at 
Gettysburg, pleaded for increased 
regard by motorists for their own 
personal safety as well as the safety 


I of others as he urged greater co- 
; operation w ith existing police agen­ 
cies and an increase in the personnel 


I of the highway patrol. 
Discussing highway accidents and I 
I the terrific toll forecast for 1937 on 
the state's highways, Captain Boate i 
said “2.000 or more persons will die ■ 
as surely as if they were doomed ; 
to the electric chair, only their 
deaths will be more horrible.” 
Figures for 1936 have not been j 
completed yet, but he said the num ­ 
ber of deaths for last year’s highway 
accidents 
will 
reach 
about 
2 100 
deaths in 51,000 accidents in which 
about 50.000 persons were injured. 
In 1935 there were 49,000 accidents 
and 1887 fatalities,

Nazis and Catholic church leaders, 
usually at opposite religious poles, 
were agreed Thursday in hostility to 
an effort to give the Bible a new, 
anti-Sem itic 
rendering, 
denying 
Jesus was a Jew. 
The neopaganists, professing the 
Germ anic faith that rode into favor 
with the Nazi tide, saw in the tra n s­ 
lation work of the Evangelical Bish­ 
op W eidemann of Bremen an ob­ 
stacle to their efforts to get rid of 
the Bible entirely, especially the 
Old Testament. 
Bishop 
Weideman 
published 
a 
new rendition of the Gospel accord­ 
ing to St. John, part of an am ­ 


bitious Nazi project to retranslate 
Hie entire Bible. 
W ithin two weeks 
two editions were issued, totaling 
2.000 copies, and the second edition

Gen. Erich von Ludendorff, G er­ 
m any’s World war quarterm aster- 
general, expressed the neopagantst 
i viewpoint:

Agents Want to Know Who Hired 
Fliers to Fight in War; Vol­ 
unteers Enlisted. 


New York, Jan. 15 (AP).—The gov­ 
ernm ent, seeking complete American 
neutrality in the Spanish civil war, 
brought its powers of moral and le­ 
gal suasion into play, while unde­ 
terred American sym pathizers with 
M adrid went on m ustering m en to 
fight the battles of loyalist Spain. 
Several developments occurred in 
a struggle m ade dram atic by its im ­ 
plications and by the very quiet in 
which it was being waged. 
Bert Acosta, one of the most pic­ 
turesque of American pilots, and a 
fellow-flyer, Gordon Berry, retu rn ­ 
ing voluntarily from brief service as 
Spanish governm ent war pilots, were 
met by federal agents a t quarantine 
and rushed off to the federal build­ 
ing to tell their story. 
Want to Know Details 
The agents said the government 
wanted to know who hired the avia­ 
tors, and all the other circumstances. 
Under law. m axim um penalties of 
three years im prisonm ent and $1,000 
fines m ay be levied for enlistm ent in 
the United States for arm ed service 
in a foreign state. 
While Acosta and Berry were be­ 
fore the federal investigators, Jack 
Altman, a New York official of the 
socialist party, said the equipping of 
volunteers to aid loyalist Spain in 
the “Eugene Debs column,” would 
continue. 
Volunteers were coming 
into the column in such satisfactory 
num bers he said, th a t a “quota” of 
500 set for New York was expected 
to be met.

SHACK IS NEW 
CLUE IN SEARCH 
FOR KIDNAPPER 


Police Discover Stain­ 
ed Clothes; Seek 
More Than One 
Person. 


Tacoma. W ash., Jan. 15 (AP)— 
Belief th a t police had found the 
lair of Charles M attson’s kidnapper- 
killer spread Thursday night when 
state officers were reported to have 
picked up apparently blood-stained 
clothing in a shack five miles from 
where the victim's frozen body was 
dumped. 
Inform ants said the find consisted 
of a quantity of stained boys’ cloth­ 
ing and a sack of m an’s apparel, 
also stained. 
State officers also found a heavy 
knife several blocks from the spot 
where they picked up a stained 
automobile in Everett. They sought 
to determ ine w hether it was the 
weapon with which Charles was 
stabbed in the back before being 
beaten to death. 
Numerous Suspects Held 
“Suspects” were held in many 


W estern cities, but federal investi­ 
gators showed interest in few of 
them. 
Investigators seemingly regarded 
the car with new interest after dis­ 
covering stains on one of its wheel 
chains, an apparently stained hand­ 
kerchief in it and a lipstick on the 
running board. 
At the same time federal investi­ 
gators plainly intim ated they were 
seeking more than one person for 
the crime. 
The boy's clothing was reported 
of a size slightly larger than Charles 
required, but he was thinly clad 
when seized from his home the 
night of December 27 and was in 
urgent need of warm er wraps. 
Abductors Near, Belief 
The Seattle Times quoted an un­ 
identified friend of the victim’s fam ­ 
ily as saying th a t Dr. M attson saw 
two m en believed to be the kidnap­ 
pers in an automobile on Beacon 
Hill, Seattle, during a night “con­ 
tact” attem pt shortly after the ab­ 
duction. 
The paper said the two men ap­ 
proached the physician twice as he 
sat in an automobile, following in­ 
structions, but th at an oil truck 
passing near by slid off the thor­ 
oughfare and attracted such atten ­ 
tion th a t the pair was frightened 
away. 
First Description Given 
In W ashington, D. O’., the depart­ 
m ent of Justice issued on a paster 
the first official description of the 
kidnapper. 
Advising the public of 
the $10,000 reward offered for infor­ 


m ation leading to his arrest, the 
poster thus described the wanted 
m an: 
“Age, about 30 years; height, 5 
feet 7 or 8 inches; weight, 145 to 
165 pounds; 
complexion swarthy. 
Peculiarities: did not stand erect, 
dimple in chin, high cheek bones, 
nose appears to be broken a little 
below center; 
had 
hairy hands; 
speech, 
slightly 
foreign 
accent, 
spoke brokenly, appeared to be of 
southern European extraction.’’

mond, B ritish ambassador. 
Prem ier Mussolini 
and General 
Goering, this authority asserted, ara 
now outlining possible bases for a 
tri-power cooperation against com­ 
munism. 
France Not Excluded 
The initial objective of such an 
arrangem ent, it was stated, would 
be a common line of action in the 
Spanish civil war. 
The ultim ate 
objective would be to oppose any 
communist disturbance of th e status 
quo anywhere in Europe. 
Diplomatic authorities said France 
would not necessarily be excluded 
from this alignment, but would be 
adm itted only on the term s of the 
ether three; this would m ean p ri­ 
m arily'sh e would be compelled to 
abandon her alliance with 
Soviet 
Russia. 
Ultimately, these 
sam e sources 
said, Prem ier Mussolini would like 
to see a revival of the four-power 
pact—Italy, Prance, Britain. G er­ 
m any—which he fathered in 
1933, 
but which failed to m ature. 
“Save Europe From Reds’’ 
The newspaper La Tribune edi­ 
torially called upon France and B rit­ 
ain to join Italy and Germ any to 
“save western 
Europe from 
the 
Reds.” 
“The astonishing thing,” said the 
editorial, “is th a t Italo-G erm an sol­ 
idarity it not better appreciated by 
thase powers which have so great 
reason to be satisfied with tile E u­ 
ropean status quo. 
"But France is sick, and B ritain 
ai this historic moment is som e­ 
w hat slow in orienting herself.” 
Adolf 
Hitler's chief 
lieutenant 
and Prem ier Mussolini, in two long 
conferences, also were understood 
to have agreed to the assistance 
Italy and Germ any -would give to 
Spain’s fascists if the 
insurgents 
win the civil war. 
Mussolini 
and Goering 
plunged 
deeply into the Spanish question 
during two 
talks a t the Palazzo 
Venezia. 
Still Firm Friends 
Reliable 
Germon 
sources 
said 
Goering was 
fully satisfied 
that 
Italy and G erm any were as firm 
friends as before Italy reached a 
“gentlem en’s 
agreem ent" 
with 
G reat 
B ritain 
to 
m aintain 
the 
status quo in the M editerranean. 
II Duce, it was said in this quar­
